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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to request received on 2/18/2005 and claims 16-21 have been 
amended. 

Examiner has withdrawn 35 USC 101 and 35 USC 1 12, 2 nd rejection on claims 16-21, upon 
clarification and explanation filled by the applicant. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 16-21are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Gao et al. "An 
Object State Test Model: Object'State Diagram". ACM Proc. Of the 1995 Conference of the 
Center for Advance Studies on Collaborative Research", November 1995, pp 1-14. 

Regarding claim 16 

Gao et al teaches 

- using a computer determining a plurality of graphs of object state transition at K 
levels lk (page 3, column 2, paragraph 2, "atomic object., is a finite . . .) 

- 0<k<ki (page 9, column 1, first paragraph, "in this step. . . interval state [1;5]); 

- one or more graphs at level lk+1 are expansion of one or more graph at level lk ( page 
5, column 2, first paragraph, "it is a finite. . . can be verified")and 

- graphs comprises a plurality of node to represent a corresponding plurality of state of 
use case and a plurality of edges to represent a corresponding plurality of transition 
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between the states (page 5, first column, first paragraph, in the OSD. . . derived 
class"); and 

- using computer determine a complexity for plurality of graphs (page 9, column 2, 

first paragraph, "a class is known. . . orthogonal part"). 
Regarding claims 17-21 

Rejection of claim 16 is incorporated and Gao et al further teaches cited limitations in 
the claim language which similar to in claim 16, therefore, claims 17-21 are rejected 
under same rational as claim 16.
